And yet, after all the gorgeousness of 
official grief, there yet remains the most 
impressive of all—the grief of the millions 
of common people, who thronged the 
streets of London and filled St. James’ and 
Hyde Parks in an effort to catch one last 


glimpse of the casket that held all that 


‘was mortal of that Queen they loved. 

No-greater tribute to Victoria's reign was 
@ver presented than this silent homage cf: 
the people, dressed in simple black, and 
who Were content to stand for hours in the 
colé of a London winter day in order to 
witness the passing of the Queen on her 
jast ride through her capital. 

Never did a funeral procession of nae 
sovereign represent so much; never did so 
@mall a cavalcade contain so many Princes 
and potentates. The funerals of © Presi- 
Gent -Carnot and President MacMahon and 
other state funerals, both of republics and 
of monarchies, were filled with the grim 
splendor of sight and sound that impressed 
the sense and: appealed to the imagination. 


Spectacle Not Quite of Earth. 

The transit of Victoria’s ashes from death- 
bed to tomb, through the streets of London 
today, was a thing apart, a spectacle that 
even yet seems not quite ofearth. Itis easier 
to, believe it a wonderful dreamland allegory 
which typefied the majesty of death and the 
submission of Emperors and Kings to the 
last great Leveler. 

Yesterday it was a tribute of Neptune; to- 
day it was @ tribute of Mars. Both could 
be commanded by the mere sovereignty of 
clay on which the crown and scepter rested 
in today’s procession. But no government 
or other human authority could have com- 
manded the supreme tribute which Briton 
and alien . the heart of mankind itse/f, 
paid to Victoria’ memory. 

London’s Millions in Black. 

There is an attempt in the dispatches 
which follow to make some record of this 
Memorable day, but, as said, the greatest 
thing of. ali cannot be described. It was 
London's serried millions in black, standing 
silent and motionless for hours in the win- 
try streets, and the measureless grief, love, 
and sympathy which they expressed by sim- 
ply uncovering their heads when the body 
of their dead Queen passed slowly by. It 


‘was impressed upon the spectator in the 


presence of so vast a multftude that noth- 
ing is so terribly eloquent, 80 ominous of 
power, as the voice of the great masses 


’ There is an eloquence deeper than that, an 


awe more profound than any which human 
agency can produce. It is the silence of 
reverent millions. 

Great was Victoria, for naught but true 
greatness wins such mute, involuntary 
acknowledgement ae that paid by the Brit- 
ish populace. 


Three Central Figures. 

It is not surprising that amid the monopo- 
liging emotion of the day there were only 
three figures tm the funeral procession that 
attracted the slightest notice of the on-look- 
ing Masses. They were the King, who was as

Day Dawns Chill and Gray. 


The day, on which for the last time Eng- 
lehmen assembled in their hundreds of 


thousands to pay tribute to the person of | 


their departed Queen, dawned chill and gray. 
It was in keeping with the feeling of mourn- 
ing of the nation. Nota glimmer of sunshine 
penetrated the gray clouds and mist which 
were hanging over the city. 
Long before it was fully light thousands of 
people had taken places along the route to 
“be followed by the sad but magnificent pa- 
geant. By 7 o'clock the whole route was 
lined. Some of these people had been wait- 
ing from the small hours of the morning, 
long ere the troops and police appeared in 
foree, But the great majority came in an 
increasing flow from 7 o’clock up to the hour 
the train, with its sad burden, was due at 
Victoria Station. 


Guards of Honor Mounted,

Cortege Leaves Portsmouth. 

The departure of the funeral cortégé from 
Portsmouth was made at an early hour. 
The coffin containing the Queen’s body, cov- 
ered with a white silken pall, on top of 
which were three crowns and the crystal 
orb and jeweled scepter, was transferred 
from the royal yacht Alberté ‘to the funeral 
train at 8:53 o’clock. A crowd of privileged 
persons stood bareheaded on the station 
platform, and many of them were scarcely 
able to restrain their emotion as the coffin 
was lifted into the Queen’s special salon car- 
riage, decorated with purple emblems of 
mourning, and reverently placed on a raised 
platform in the center of the car. 

Four guards were stationed at the four 
corners of the coffin,’ with arms reversed, 
the gum barrel resting on the right foot and 
their heads inclined on the stocks. 

King Edward, Emperor William, wd dthier 
members of the royal family then took their 
places in the carriages reserved for them, 
the train drew out of the station, and the 
‘journey to London began. © 

The funeral train was slightly delayed in 
reaching Victoria Station, but this did not 
hinder the punctual execution of the London. 
program. The train guards report that it 
seemed as if the train ran through an endless 
line of black-clad, bareheaded people for the 
whole eighty miles of its journey.

The train drew up at the Victoria platform 
opposite a large purple pavilion, in which 
were waiting the Kings of Greece, Portugal, 
and Beigium and the representatives of other 
foreign sovereigns.

~ The ‘fathers of the republic never in- 
tended or desired that Congress should have 
any authority or any power over any part 
of the surface of the earth free from the 
letter and spirit of the constitution.” . 

In the same connection he is further rep- 
resented as saying: 

“Our government was founded on a the- 
ory of the rights of man—the theory that 
@ man had rights as a man—and if we go 
into this world ‘power business with any 
other theory we shall go in for evil and not 
for good.”’ 

Some who heard the speech and others 
who have heard the réported statements 
have Jumped to the conclusion that Justice 
Marian gave an indication of his position 
on the question as to whether the constitu- 
tion extends ex proprio vigore over territory 
acquired by the United States. In view of

The diplomats here say that Congress need 
not bother itself about the question at all. 
This country now exercises sovereignty in 
Cuba, and hence no European nation could 
recognize the new government of Cuba until 
after its official recognition by the United 
States. To do otherwise would be an open 
act of hostility to this country. 
diplomats say, President McKinley has it in 
his power,. of his own motion and without 
any reference to Congress, to insist that the 
Cubans shall give the desired supervision of 
their affairs: until they are able to stand 
alone. 

This may easily be coupled with a treaty 
by virtue of which the United States may 
occupy certain Cuban cities with garrisons, 
and thus be enabled to enforce obedience. 

It has come to be recognized among the 
diplomatic people that the United States can- 
not well afford to insist upon having the de- 
pendence of Cuba to the United States writ- 
ten into the organic law of the island, while 
it can and should insist upon an irrevocable 
treaty binding the Cubans for a certain speci- 
fied time.

Noteworthy among the addresses of the 
Gay was that delivered by W. 8. Forrest in 
making the motion for adjournment until 
Tuesday before the Judges of the Criminal 
Court. He pointed to the memory of Marshal! 
es the iaw which courts of today might most 
fittingly follow. In terse review he dealv, 
with the stirring incidents attending John 
Marshall's decisions in the case of Aaron 
Burr, when that ex-Vice President of the 
United States was tried for treason. This 


‘trial, if crucial test were needed, proved for 


all time that *“ John Marshall, take him for 
all in all, stands forth the highest type of the 
ideal Judge.”’ For Alexander Hamilton, slain 
by Burr's hand in that memorable duel at 
Weehawken, had been John Marshall's in- 
timate friend and yet Marshall, by his firm 
end clear decisions, had practically brought 
freedom to Burr when the latter stood ac- 
cused of treasen. 


Mr. Forrest’s Address. 


The address was listened to by Judges 
Tuley, Gibbons, and Holdom of the Criminal. 
Court sitting en banc, and facing almost a 


hundred attorneys, including the staff of | 


Btate’s Attorney Deneen. Mr. Forest said 
in part: 5 

™ We purpose to honer John Marshall, the 
gentie and grave man, the patriotic citizen, 
the faithful lawyer, the intellectual giant, 
put, above all, the upright, firm, ard just 
Judge. 

“ Hitherto, no nation or body of men has 


2 ‘bestowed such high honor upon any Judge or 


jurist. And who is entitled to higher honor 
than he who proves himself the most useful 
and distinguished Judge? The incumbents 
Of that office are the finaj arbiters in all our 
legal controversies respecting the rights of 
fe, liberty, and property, and, notwith- 
Stand strong temptations, now and then, in 
our system, to yield to the clamor of an ex- 
cited populace, or to the influence of party 
spirit or powerful interests, yet, American 
Judges have seldom yielded, and, thus far, 
have set an example, which, if followed, will 
conserve the inalienable rights of the people 
and strengthen the foundations of popular 
government. And of all those names of emi- 
ment men, the sAmerican lawyers have 
congiided, and wish the record to 
show n Marshall, take him for all in 
all, stané@ forth the highest type of the ideal 
Judge. Both as Chief Justice and Justice on 
the circuit, he performed the duties imposed 


- upon him by his oath of office, if not more 


acceptably than any other man who evervc- 
cupied a judicial position, at least as ably and 


impartially as the office of Judge was ever 


Giied in any age or nation.”’ 


Incidents of Burr Trial. 

Mr. Forrest then took up the incidents of 
the Burr trial, declaring that, ‘‘ measured by 
the issues raised and determined, the argu- 
ments made and the consequences of the de- 
Cision of the court to our ancestors, to us, 
and to our posterity, there has never been a 
or momentous trial."’

Marshall's firmest friend. Indictments 
the murder of Hamilton were pending against 
Burr when he was charged with treason. 
Public opinion demanded his punishment on 
this latter charge. 

At every fireside,”’ continued the speaker,

by newspaper trial, denounced as a traitor 


and the murderer of Hamilton, accused of 


many other crimes, and universally detested 
as an unscrupulous and dangerous man, as 
unscrupulous and dangerous as philippics 
and epithets could make him appear. 

“ Public opinion demanded his conviction 
end death, and, as usually happens when a 
criminal accusation stirs the blood. and 
erouses the rage of the populace, every per- 
eon sought, by surmise and conjecture, and 
readily found excuses which were used to 
gustify a belief in any figment of the imagi- 
mation put into circulation, a departure 
from the rules of evidence and the usual 
procedure, a precipitate trial and hasty 
execution. 
“" But the clamor, the unceasi rage, an 
the thirst for blood, in 
Whatever influences the President of the 
United States and other powerful individuals 
could exert, did not in the slightest degree 
aifect John Marshall, the Judge. John Mar- 
shall, the man, undoubtedly felt and deplored 
the existence of the forces that were ruth- 
lessly pressing for conviction; but John Mar- 
ehall, the Judge, delivered during the trial, 
im disposing of the motions made by the op- 
posing counsel, a large number of opinions 
that were uncolored by the popular feeling, 
and in which he never deigned but once to 
feter to the influences by which it was 
sought to affect his conduct and judgment 
and on that single occasion, which was at the 
end of the last opinion delivered, he asserted 
the dignity of his sacred office in words that 
Should be emblazoned on the walls of every 

courtroom in the land. 
There is the record, true and complete. 


What unfading glory it sheds upon Ameri- 


can jurisprudence! To the mind of the 
humane man, who abhors injustice and has 
learned from the history of other nations 
what frightful slaughter. and judicial mur- 
der have been committed and approved 
in trials of treason, it is sweet, yes, in- 


spiring, ennobling, to réfiect that in this 


country there lived a Judge, John Marshall 
by name, who presided at the trial of Aaron 
Burr for treason; Aaron Burr, the murderer 
of that Judge’s personal friend; Aaron Burr, 
dreaded and already convicted by his fel-_ 
low-citizens, and held the scales of jus- 
tice even at every stage of the proceed- 
ings; a Judge who, although it was certain 
that the defendant had plotted treason, and; 
therefore, had the traitorous intention, and, 


were followed, was guilty of the evert act 
charged in the indictment; nevertheless, in- 
asmuch as the constitution provides that 
treason shall consist only in Jevying war 
against the United States, or in’ adhering 


| to their enemies, giving them aid and com-~ 


fort, and that an overt act of treason must 
be alleged and proved; inasmuch as @ mere 
procurer of treason is not guilty of treason, 


‘within the meaning of the federal constitu- 
tion; and, inasmuch as the evidence ad- 
duced. while ic clearly showed that Burr 


precured to be done the overt act of levying 
war, stated in the indictment, failed to show 


that he was present when that overt act 


was committed; ruled, “‘ without effort and 
without parade,” that the law of the case 
was that, because of the want of evidence 
tending to show an essential element of the 
crime, the: defendant, hated, despised, and 


without a friend, excepting his counsel, his 


daughter, and her husband, should walk 
out of the courtroom a free man. Verily, 
verily, here was a Judge of whom the whole 
human race had reason to be proud!” 


Judge Tuley’s Reply. 

In his reply granting the motion Judge 
Tuley, pointing out that John Marshall was 
on the Supreme bench when the demarka- 
tions of State and federal rights were de- 
termined for all time, said: . 

“There have been three ¢rises In the life 
of this nation: the revolution, thé civil war, 
and the presert crisis—the question of the 
government of our insular possessions. 

“A crisis which demands constitutional 
construction Is again upon us, a crisis 
greater, if anything, than existed when 
Marshall decided the case’ of McCullough | 
vs. Maryland. Many thoughtful minds, par- 
ticularly the legal minds ofithe country, be-| 
lieve that upon(\the decision of the constifu- 
tional questions now pending in the United 
States Supreme Court as to the status of our 
insular possessions depends the continued 
existence of our republican form of govern- 
ment, They are awaiting with fear and 
anxiety that decision. A fervent hope exists 
with us all,that in this great crisis of our 
country there may be faund upon the Su- 
preme bench a master mind jike that of John 
Marshall equal to the great emergency.” 


In the County Court.. 

In the County Court there was a notable 
gathering. Near Judge Carter sat twelve 
Judges of Illinois county courts and four 
former occupanis of this bench. The motion 
to adjourn was presented by ex-Judge James 
B. Bradwell, who came to Chicago while 
Marshdil Was yet on the Supreme 
bench. He said in part, aftdr detailing Mar- 
shall’s life as a citizen, soldier, and jurist: | 

“The people of the United States make 
constitutions,’ but the Supteme Court con- 
strues them. When Marshall was appointed 
Chief Justice the United States Constitution 
was in its infancy. Theré was no instru- 
ment like it anywhere, and there were no 
authorities to be aited to ald in construing 
it. Our federal goyernment was, so to speak, 
considered by many able statesmen a doubt- 
ful experiment. Had a lawyer with less 
ability, fifmness, and patriotism than Mar- 
shall possessed appointed in his stead, 
it is probable our n nal gavernment would 
have died within the first fifty years of its 
existence.” } | 

Judge Carter, in reply, told briefly of a 
visit to the old home of Marshall. Adolph 
Moses, promoter of the national John Mar- 
shall day,’ also spoke.

OFESSORS in the University of Chi- 
eago, and the students there as well,

O no, 
says Dr. Harper, the Hebrew word used in 
‘the text means day, just an ordinary, twen- 
ty-four-hour “sg Then the student reaches 
the belief that Moses was merely recording

A little later comes the story of a great 
flood which covers the whole earth and 
destroyed every living thing except a fa- 
vored few who escaped in a gigantic house- 
boat. (Careful examination of the strata of 
‘the earth by geologists fails to show any 
traces of such a deluge. The student takes

“It ts of vast help to us,” said Dr. Good- 
speed, ‘‘ to regard the whole book of Jonah as 
fiction, a biblical novel written to teach a 
great religious truth. Viewed in this light 
it becomes unnecessary for us to believe the 
whale story, or indeed any part of the book, 
The fact that Christ mentions the miracle 
in the New Testament does not prove its 
truth. Christ frequently drew illustrations 
from the Hebrew scripture, because he 
knew that these accounts were familiar to 


ahis auditors. He did not in any sense in- 


dorse these narratives by so quoting them. 
Ministers nowadays ‘refer to “ Pilgrim’s 
Progress’ in the course of their sermons. 


This does not mean that they regard Bun- | 


yan's story asatrue one: They simply cite 
instances from a source that is well known 
to their hearers.” 
When the student comes to consider the 
New Testainent in the light of his scientific 
criticism, he is confronted by many mys- 
terious and apparently inexplicable things in 
the life and acts of Christ—the immaculate 
conception, the healing of the sick, walking 
on the water, and other miracles, and chief 
of all the resurrection. It is not Here, as in 
the case. of Noah and Moses and Elisha, a 
quéstion of accuracy in the record of events, 
but a matter of the weight of historica! evi- 
dence.

If the contract is let and fulfilled, an ambi- 
tion cherished for two years by the Presi.

The plans provide for the erection of « 
cofferdam around the sunken Maine, while 
the beached transport will be raised out of 
the water and hauled on the shore by meane 
of a huge and intricate system of blocks. 
tackles, and cables .and ginpoles. 
cofferdam for ithe Maine wilt be a 
mammoth affair. It will be oblong 
in contour, including within it every 
piece of wreckage from the Maine. Its con- 
struction will.consist of brush, rock, earth, 
gravel, and sack sand so constructed as to 
be practically impervious to “water. The 
base will be 80 feet wide and the surface . 
35 feet broad, large enough for a team to ~ 
travel along. upon it tm safety. &t will Be

Construction of the Dam. 


The brush, the main feature of the dam, 
will be tied {In bundles thirty feet in length, 
composed of broken joints, so as to make 
a solid bundle.

Ottawa, Jan. Cor- 
respondeénce.}—The Canadian Independence 
league claims to be extending its sphere of 
operations into Ontario and) other parts of 
Canada where it not hitherto ‘succeeded 
in planting {ts foot. ‘The membership is now 
stated to be 2,000 in Montreal alone, and ad- 
herents have been obtained in the seat of 
government itself, and in many of the large 
centers. of. | Repulgtion. the Do- 
minion. 

A member of the league today ad there 
is now an active membership of 20,000 in 
the United States, and every man of them 
has arms. He said the league was opposed 
to British imperialism, and that the sending 
of Canadian troops’ to fight in south Africa, 
against the protest of the French Canadians, 
made it necessary to lose no time’ in prepar- 
ing for the future. 

The members of the league are not particu- 
larly anxious for the moment to make them- 
selves personally conspicuous in public advoc- 
acy of their principles, in view of the present 
condition of popular feeling aroustd by the 
Boer war, the death of the Queen, the ac- 
cession.of King Edward VII., and the atti- 
ide of the government of Canada towards 
the league: Effort is concentrated in un- 
obtrusively spreading the principles of the 
organization and increasing the membership 
and material resources in readiness to take 
advantage of the opportunities ~ time 
may present. i 

It appears information had been given the 
euthorities that a propaganda was spread- 
ing among the French-Canadian members of 
the civil service. Steps were taken! to ascer- 
tality the names of those who had jpined the 
league, and they were told they must quit the 
league or the civil service. In corsequence 
of this notification there has been a'tendency 
since to take on somewhat more of the nature 
or a secret society and to increase the feeling 
for secession from the British Empire. The 
declaration of \principles puts the main ob- 
ject of the league rather more mildly. Clause 
1 of the league platform pronounces for “ dis- 
solution of the ‘colonial relation and declara- 
tion of the independence of Canada."’ Clause 
2 sets forth that ‘“‘ the title of the mew fed- 
eration”’ is to be “The United States of 
Canada.”’ 
Dissolution of the colonial relation with 
Great Britain, itis claimed by the leaders 
_of the secession. league, conveys precisely 
the samé idea as that’ expressed repeatedly 
on the floor of Parliament, even by Ministers 
of the crown,

A review of the part played by Chicago in 
fiction, by Mrs. Ella F. True, read before 
the Englewood Woman's club has aroused 
much discussion of the novels which most 
closely concern the city. Other clubs are 
taking up the subject. Mrs. True believes 
that Chicago writers are taking the advice 
of French authors, who have said the best 
field for novel writing is that in which the 
writer has spent his life. The following is 
a résumé of what Mr. True said about “* Chi- 


‘cago in Fiction 


“Taine, the French writer, says ve the | 
best and truest art is that which expressés 
the spirit of the age in which it is produced. 
The writer who depicts his own times with 
skillful pen serves not ohly his contempora- 
ries by pointing out the artistic, the dramatic, 
or the pathetic, but gives to future students 
of social conditions a history of his times. 
Another French writer, Alphonse Daudet, 
when young mén came to him. with their 
Mttle first volumes for his criticism, would 
ask them where they lived and if they were 
going back. H¢ would advise them in this 
wise: ‘Go back to the fold. The recollec- 
tions of childhood are the bright and unpoi- 
soned springs of all masterly creative power. 
Make all about you—the farmers, the girls, 
the old men, the vagabonds—talk with you. 
Let all that focus again; and if you have 
talent you will write a personal book with 
your mark on it that will interest your own 
people first and the public, too, if you chance 
to get hold of a well-constructed plot.’ — 


_ Have Depicted the City. 

“ Whether or no any Chicago writers 
heard this advice, they have studied their 
own city and have given a many-sided rec- 
ord of their impressions. The growth of 
the city, its business, its society, its settle- 
ments, its slums, all have been depicted in 
the novels of recent years. 

“In the gro of German literature there 
was a time known as the ‘ Sturm und Drang,’ 
or. storm and stress period. One is reminded 
of these words in reading Chicago novels 6f 
the last four or five years. They have shown 
the storm and (stress of modern life. The 
business situation, the stock market, the gas 
monopoly, the Pullman strike, the poverty 
in the other half, settlement life, education 
hedged in by wealth; these are some of the 
topics that have seethed in the brains of our 
writers and have come forth as books. In 
no other American city has the strife be- 
tween labor and capital been more bitter or 
more prolonged, and these industrial condi- 
tions have been themes for the novelist. 


Settlement Novels. 


" Settlement novels make a growing de- 
partment in fiction. Dickens was the first 
English noveligt to introduce poverty and 
crime into any important place in fiction, and 
his followers have included Walter Besant, 
George Gissing, Richard Whiteing, and 
others, not to. 
*‘Badalia Herodsfoote,.’ Here in Chicago we 
are in the procession. Harvey White's *‘ Dif- 
ferences’ describes settlement life. His 
local descriptions are good; his romance is 
bad. The settler whom he describes would 
be fatal to settlement ideals.” A question in a 
recent book review asks, ‘ Why do the pub- 
lishers all their resources {n publish- 
ing such ‘trite and cheap claptrap as “ An 
Englishwoman’s Love Letters’ when they 
can get hold of such a book as “ Sister Car- 
rie,” by Theodore Dreiser, a book which de- 
picts the grim struggle of several a By 
human beings without a gleam of light or 
hope? The publishers themselves are 
answering the question by choosing love and 
romance. The modern writer of realistic 
sadness and bafiness often lacks the saving 
grace of a sense of humor.

It 
claims that there were eighteen original na- 
tions of spirits, and it gives their names and 
descriptions in alphabetical order.

Although the house 
is only eight feet in width and twelve feet in 
length, its owner manages to st0re away a 
really fine libtary, three gasoline stoves, 
cooking utensils, clothing, and other para- 
phernalia. In its construction alone the room 
is a curiosity. The entire wall is composed 
of two thicknesses of oak lumber, with corru- 
gated. iron between. On the side'of the wall 
where he sleeps there are several upright 
‘metal tanks, three by four/feet, filled with 
water. The roof has no tanks, but has sev-

All these subjects have been sidetracked, 
at the risk of making an extra session in- 
evitable, in the hope of passing a ship sub- 
sidy bill which the people do not want. They 
are looking for “a repeal of war taxes, not 
for an addition to the expenditures of the 
government which they consider inexpedi- 
ent if not improper. 

Senator Vest said of the

send their best men to both branches of 
Congress and keep them there as long as 
they can preserve the materia] interests of 
that section.”

Th many reapects the funeral of Queen 
Victoria, was the most splendidly —, 


the world has ever seen. The naval 


play surpassed all other royal funerals in 
history, for England is the greatest of .sea_ 
powers and its navy has never before been 
so strong as it is now. Another unprece- 


dented. feature of the obsequies was the | 


procession of more than half a hundred 
representatives of royalty from nearly all 
the courts of Burope, all walking with un- 
covered heads behind the bier on its jour- 
ney to the royal yacht at Cowes. Never 
before have so many distinguished persons 
of royal blood paid such homage to @ de- 
parted sovereign, for never before have the 
nations of Hurope been 80 closely in touch 
with each other or their crowned heads so 
closely interrelated by blood ties.

In that winter following the World's Fair 
the Chicago pesthouse was a hideous struc- 
ture in itself, through which 8,500 cases 
passed, Far into the summer the epidemic 
ran, and the buildings back of the bridewell 
were so filled with the afflicted that ropes 
were stretched, soldiers established a 
“dead” line, and tents were set up to 
accommodate those sa out of the 
buildings. 


Sick from Seeks Nation. 


Every nation under the sun was represent- 
ed in the siek lists, save the North American 
Indian. The World’s Fair had left scores 
of foreign peoples stranded in Chicago, and 
they seemed to be especially susceptible to 
the disease. Here, three times a week, Fa- 
ther Heldmann came, administering to both 
the living and the dead, to the rich man 
and to the pauper, to the white and to the 
black. 

He anointed 900 persone of his own faith 
in that chamber of horrors. He read to them, 
wrote letters for them, talked with them, 
joked with or prayed with them, a&cording 
to their needs. 

“Tt was not a work that I sought,” he 
said, looking backward. “It came to me 
in line of duty, and I took it as such. When 
I look upon what I did as compared with the 
work of the sisters who toiled there and 
watched and waited I feel ashamed and hum- 
bled. In addition to the burden of the sick 
upon them they tended twenty stoves and 
the fifty oll lamps with which the old pest- 
house was lighted. The danger from fire 
was awful. On one occasion a woman in de- 
hrium seized a lamp and hurled it on the 
floor, spilling the burning oil In a great sheet 
of fame. Without @ moment's hesitation 
these devoted women fairly rolled into the 
fierce blaze, smothering it with their clothes 
and with the blankets seized from the beds. 

**Some of these women, at the end of that 
awful siege, had not seen homeor friends or 
kin for three years. In all that sorte ed 


had been shut in with-this a 1 scourge, 
sacrificing everything to 
Reform of the Pesthouse. 


“In ine epidemic of 1893 we had the object 
lesson before us of society taking the willful 
criminal to a prison of comparative luxury, 
be rl the victims of a disease which could 
mot be escaped went to a pesthouse that was 
a horror.

of smallpox lay huddled on the floors wher- 
ever they could find room to stretch them- 
selves. All this is changed now, to the 
credit of Chicago.

The main difference between the hazing 


that is found at West Point and that to 
Which candidates for a fraternity are sub- 
Jected is that in the latter case the student 
Rees in with his eyes open. If he doesn't 
Want a little rough handling all he has to 
Go is to Stay out of the fraternity. He is not 
at all deceived as to the manner in which he 
is to be treated. In fact, the mild hazing 
which he undergoes is absolutely nothing 
compared to the horrible tortures which are 
pictured to him as being the fate that awaits 
iim tf he finally decides to be a Greek letter 
man. If a candidate were to believe all that 
the fraternity men tell him he would never 
join; for being boiled alive in hot lard would 
be a positive delight compared to the tor- 
ment which is graphically pictured to him as 
awaiting him on the other side of the frater- 
nity-house doors. 

None of the hazing visited by a college 
fraternity on its candMates can be set down 
as brutal. To be sure, one of the Eastern 
chapters of a well-known fraternity brand 
their menibers on the arm with a lighted 
cigar stub. But it was for this reason and 
for other excesses that the fraternity finally 
took ite charter away from the college 
where this custom obtained, and this chap- 
ter now exists merely as a loca! club, hav- 
ing no connection with the fraternity whose 
mame it bears. Sometimes, now and then, a 
mean is badly hurt during an initiation, as 
happened not long ago in a Maine college 
where @ man had his back broken, as he 
claims, during an initiation, and is now

Most of the injuries received in a college 
fraternity initiation are caused by the can- 
didate being tossed in a blanket which is old 
end rotten, and which breaks and lets the 
victim fall heavily to the floor, often strik- 
ing on the back of his head or on his spine 
and causing serious injury. Because of 
many eases of injuries arising from this 
form of Initiation many fraternities have 
forbidden this degree to be given, and some- 
thing mildér is substituted.

But as a whole 
they present an admixture of fraud and 
self-deception, to which is applied a tre- 
‘gnendous amount of unscientific investiga- 
tion om the part of psychic researchers.”’

There is this to 
be said aboutit: It undoubtedly wears shiny 
more quickly than a material with a rough 
surface, but, on the other hand, it wears, to 
use a tailor’s expression, ‘cleaner.’ It does 
not harbor dust and fluff. The frock coat of 
today Ots well into the figure; the sleeves are 
nafrow; there is no spare material in the 
skirts, and the coat does not reach lower than 
the knees. The coat is bound with braid. It 
is cut high in the neck and is generally worn 
buttoned up. The frock coat is usually made 
double breasted. The Prince of Wales once 
had a photograph taken while wearing a 
single-breasted frock coat. But for some 
reason or other this coat did not catch on. 
There is a general idea, by the way, that the 
Prince of Wales leads the fashions, but, like 
many general ideas, this one, has no founda- 
tion. The Prince of Wales invariably dress- 
es, of course, in perfect taste, but he seldom 
or never is the first to introduce anything 
new in the style of clothes. é 

“One of the most usual faults of a frock 
coat is an ill-fitting collar, and it is a fauit 
that cannot be remedied. It is as well for 
you to cast your eye over your collar when 
you are trying on a coat.

INGENIOUS: 
ENGLISH WOMEN 
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ONDON,; Jan. 26.—There is 
nothing in which the practical 
economist in dress finds great- 
er scope for her abilities than 
in the matter of toilet acces- 
sories. The fichus, collarettes, 
and such like, which are so 
much worn this season, are ex- 
pensive, not to say impossibic, 
for a moderate dress allowance. But it 
is the taste and the fashioning which counts 
for most in their cost; the materials are a 
minor matter, even when bought from the 
piece. When picked up at a remnant sale 
they cost still less, and not infrequently 
scraps already on hand may be used in their 
manufacture. 
It is tin view of these facts that some of 
the odds and ends shown in London shop 
windows are illustrated this week. Some one 
of them, if not all, is sure to be available for 
some woman's present need. The tiny 
‘bolero, for example, is just what is n sary 
for wear over a blouse of white lawn or taf- 
feta. Less than a yard of silk or satin, eked 
out by a remnant of boldly patterned lace, 
is sufficient for ite manufacture. The 1837 


undersieeve, would be charming made ih 
white mill or chiffon, with each tuck stitched 
with a tiny gold cord.
